The Rumanian Crown. 


Prince Carol. of Rumania, Heir 
Apparent to the Throne, has renounced all 
his rights of succession in favour of his 
son, Prince Michael. There was a time 
when a step of this kind would have had 
important political and dynastic re- 
actions ; but the world has moved very far 
from the condition of affairs which existed 
in the Balkans twenty years ago; and 
Prince Carol, who now ceases officially to 
be even a member of the Rumanian Royal 
Family, will be allowed to go his way 
in peace. Rumania, probably, is the 
most stable of all the Balkan States; and 
its position has been fortified considerably 
by the number of well-arranged family 
alliances which has been made during the 
last few years by that most charming and 
astute Royal lady, Queen Marie. Prince 
Carol himself is married to the former 
Princess Helena of Greece, and one of his 
sisters is the wife of the King of 
Jugo-Slavia. Whether or not the 
Rumanian monarchy will survive is a 
moot point. Republicanism has gained 
much strength in the Balkans, and ex- 
treme democracy has replaced the almost 
idolatrous royalism that prevailed there 
in pre-war days. Yet the minds of the 
Balkan people hardly are ready for 
democratic government in the American 
sense of the term. Without the symbolism 
of a Crown and the glitter of a Court, 
national life in the Balkan States would 
lose the intensity which has made it 
strong in the past. The disruptive in- 
fluences which never are absent from these 
little nations would tend to become tery 
much stronger, and Rumania, Bulgaria 
and Jugo-Slavia would share the fate of 
Greece; where there seems to be an up- 
heaval of one kind or another every few 
weeks. Sooner or later the Balkan 
problem will arise again to disturb the 
sleep of Europe. It is extremely desirable 
that there shail be at least one firmly- 
established State to check the growth of 
general unrest, and, in view of the fact 
that Jugo-Slavia is torn with internal 
differences between Serbs, Croats and 
Slovenes, Rumania is likely to be the 
Power on which civilisation will depend 
in the future to exerel@®ja stabilising in- 
fluence on its neighbours. :

AN ANCIENT BUILDING. — 
Haddon Hall came imto the possession of 
the Manners family through the marriage of 
D othy Vernon to John Manners towards. 
= nd of the sixteenth century, but it has

= | ad hundred years, the last of the 
= á who lived there being John the 
Ea Duke of Rutland, whose eldest son 
ee ie famous Marquis of Granby, the cele- 
rated general. Some parts of the building 
i re undoubtedly of the: Norman period, and 
experts have expressed the opinion that it is 
not unlikely that even these were grafted on 
a Saxon erection. i 
The present Duke, who succeeded his father 
Jast May, received the Hall and some few 
thousand acres around it from his father afte 
the greater portion of the Haddon estate had 
been disposed of in 1920. Since then improve- 
ments have been continually made, among 
the first being the placing of a new rovf on 
the famous old bo Massive oak 
beams, 32 feet long, amd four of them weigh- 
ing upwards of three tens each, were used, 
the wood all being grown on the Haddon and 
Belvoir estates. Grey slates were also placed 
on the roof, the intention being to make the 
stvie of the roof’ seventeenth .century and 
more in -keeping with the remaind¢r of the 
building than the former blue slate. 


A NATIONAL ASSET. 

‘tbe Hail is to be thoroughly renovated 
and repaired and extensive improvements 
carried out. The work has already heen 
commenced, but ‘the greater part of it will not 
be done until the spring and summer months, 
and a large number of men will be employed. 
It is expected that the Hall will be ready for 
the Duke by the summer of 1927. A. réw 
water supply 1s to. be provided, and electric 
light is to be installed. . 

It is, of course, impossible to open it to 
the public while these alterations and im- 
provements are taking place, but whether 
it will be opened again after the Duke takes 
up his residence there remains to be seen. The 
general belief, however, is that Haddon Hall 
as a show-place and a resort for tri is 
no more, for the Duke is known to have a 
real affection for the home of his ancestors, 
and spends a let of time there during the 
summer months, when he is in residence at 
Stanton Woodhouse, his country seat a couple 
of miles away. His fourth child, Lord John 
Manners, was christened in the ancient chapel 
af. the Hall between three and four years ago. 
As a result of the settlement of the footpaths’ 
dispute between the Duke (who was then the 
Marquis of Granby) and the Bakewell Urban 
and Rural District Councils, Haddon is now 
more private than it was formerly, and no 
nghts of way exist within some hundreds of 
yards of it. Only as recently as last Whitsun- 
tide } the tea rooms near the” Hall were 
destroyed by fire, and valuable tapestries 
stored there were damaged. 

Haddon Hall is looked upon as a national 
asset, and sometimes thousands of people 
have visited it in a day. Americans par- 
ticularly are keen on it. 


VAST FRUIT MARKET 
FOR LONDON. 


. 


£2,000,000 TO BE SPENT ON 
SPITALFIELDS. 


Already one of the inost important centres 
in the country for the wholesale distribution 
oi fruit and vegetabies, Spitalfields Market, 
London, is to be transformed into what it is 
claimed will be the. largest market in the 
kingdom for vegetable produce. After 
nearly three centuries’ existence as a private 
cencern, the market was purchased for 
£300,000 by the Corporation of the Gity of 
London, who now propose, by the expendi- 
ture of a sum of over £2,000,000, to extend 
the premises to twice their present size. 

For the carrying out of the development 
and the enlargement of the street approaches 
tu. the market, in order to minimise the 
trafic congestion which now occurs, demoli- 
tion of much of the existing slum property 
has been rendered necessary. Alternative 
accommodation has already been provided for 
over a thousand tenants. 

rhe City Corporation, a representative of 
The Daly Telegraph learned, have long had 
hí mind the ideal of making Spitalfields rank

” 88 one of the most important wholesale centres 


for fruit and vegetables. 

The area is about 23 acres, far too small 
for the immense trade. The approaches. to 
the market are exceedingly congested, while 
the warehouses have spread over to premises 
in the adjoining thoroughfares. Another 
cause of congestion lies in the privileges en- 
joyed by certain of the traders, by one of 
which they may take up space and unload 
goods in the roadway to within three feet of 
the tram-lines. Away te the west of the 
existing market lies an area of similar size, 
bounded on the north by Spital square, on the 
south by Brushfield street, on the east by 
Crispin street, and on the west ‘by Steward 
street. The plan which the Corporation has 
in mind is to include the whole of this dis- 
trict in Spitalfields Market, which wil] thus 
give It an area of five acres, or about double 
its present: size 


SLUM DEMOLITION. 

Until recently the district was occupied by 
slums of the worst description, where men, 
women, and children were herded together 
in the most deplorable conditions. One of the 
first problems that faced the Corpora- 
ton was to provide alternative accom- 
modation for these poor inhabitants. 
has been done by removing them 
to flats in High street, Shadwell, 
. ey, where 
they are now living under far healthier condi- 
hons than they have known for some years 
past. It is esting that considerably over 
bne thousand peopie- have thus been rehoused 
in model fats. 

With this problem solved, the Corporation 
were able to forge ahead with their extension 
scheme, and yery little of the slum dwellings 
now remains. When the site has been final y 
cleared, building operations for the market 
extension, will immediately begin, and if the 
plans are carried out according to anticipation 
ee will be finished in the early part of 


When all is complete London will have in 
Spitalfields a market for fruit and vegetables 
comparable with what Smithfield is for meat. 
It is already one of the biggest markets in the 
country for the distribution of bananas, and 
week by week thousands of tons of other fruit 
and vegetables are brought in from the great 
growing grounds of the Eastern Counties; to 
be distrifeetad over the wide areas in the 
north and riorth-east of London. _As the 
trade has increased—and it has done so enor- 
mously in the. last few years—the congestion 
in Spitalfields has become more acute, but 
with the extension of the market on the lines 
indicated the vast business will be able to 
oceed with the utmost facility and despatch.

Sirn,—ILne time has now come when we are 
called upon to pay.our motor tax, which 
duty will be strictly enforced by the police. 
May I point out the serious hardship to 


citizens in general which arises from the lack: 


of compulsory insurance against accidents by 
motorists. ‘Two cases have come under my 
notice within the past two weeks; one in 
which a man was injured by a motorist and 
after many weeks of illness died as a result ; 
the other being where a man was injured by 
a motor cyclist. In both cases the offending 
motorist was hot insured, and, as they were 
men of straw, the unfortunate injured people 
had to pay all their own expenses. 

.I think that the Government should take 
immediate. steps to have this remedied, 
particularly’ as there is such an increase in 
motoring recently. As things stand now a 
man.-may be disabled for life and his family 
must suffer the hardship without a 
redress. If the State refused to issue liceMtes 
to motorists who were not insured against 
accidents it would be “a valuable protection

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| THE WEEK IN BELFAST. 


From Our Specia, CORRESPONDENT. 

The New Year opened remarkably quietly. 
Our local custom is to celebrate its arrival by 
breaking a bottle on the Albert. Memorial, 
and it is so far recognised officially that 
specially late trams are run, and police are 
drafted to the spot to see that the breaking 
of -the bottles is performed solely on the 
Memorial. Last ‘night, however, the crowds 
were very small, especially in contrast with 
the previous year} when the Curfew had been 
lifted but.a short time before. 

It is a regrettable fact that all is not well 
with the Civil: Serviee of Northern Ireland. 
When a new body is set up it is only natural 
to expect that a ‘‘first come first served ’”’ 
state of affairs will exist fer some time; but 
the Government of No?thern Ireland has now 
been functioning for four vears, which should 
be time enough for anyone to settle down. 
Leaving apart the question of private griev- 
ances—and they are neither few nor un- 
justified—the. writer knows personally of one 
officer who was brought up from Dublin early 
in 1922 with a definite promise in writing of 
promotion to a higher grade, and is still, 
despite frequent applications, supported by 
the head of his department, waiting for the 
Government to fulfil its promise. The two 
burning questions are absence of anything in 
the form of Whitley Councils and the method 
of recruiting the administrative class. Local 
civil servants have no control whatever over 
their own destinies, and against the decision 
of the “‘ Board ' there is no appeal whatever. 
The Civil Servants’ Association is doing its 
best under difficulties, but its . efficiency is 
impaired by the, fact (whether accidental or 
otherwise it is difficult to ascertain) that its 
chief officers receive, shortly after ‘their elec- 
tion, promotion that renders their salary too 
kigh for membership. (The Association is 
limited to officers .*hose basic salary is £700 
per annum or under.) . 

As regards the: other question, there is at 
present no examination for the Class I. cadet 
ships. The suggestion was made some time 
ago. it is true, that the North of lveland 
vacancies should: be added to the Class I. 
examination in England; but the suggestion 
fell through, probably owing to the fact that 
the result: would have been that the adminis- 
trative class wonld have become, eventually, 
confmed to entrants from across the water. 
Certainly, not more than ten per cent., at 
the very outside, would stand the ghost of a 
chance of success. in the English Class I. 
examinations. The result of these and 
many other grievances ‘is that the Civil 
Service as a whole is a ‘ery discontented 
body; and it isa well-known truth that. a 
contented Civil Service is an efficient. Civil 
Service, 

Some time ago, in pursuance of a general 
campaign to “boom ” Ulster linen by an 
advertising campaign, the Government voted 
£10,000. The proposal is now being made 
that the campaign should take the form of an 
exhibition which would tour the United 
States. The success of the Ulster Pavilion at 
Wembley in obtaining orders has made a 
great impression on local merchants, and the 
idea of a ~semi-permanent: exhibition has 
caught on.”

BIG HAULS BY BURGLARS. 


During December, 1925 thieves stole more 
than £54,550 worth of property, apart from 
thousands of articles not considered’ of suffi- 
cient value by their owners to need insuring. 
So far as the thieves were concerned. it was 
one of the richest months*on record. — 

The major part of the loss has fallen on 
the British insurance companies, who, through 
their assessors, have offered rewards amount- 
ing to more than £6,000-for information lead- 
ing to the recoverv of the property or to-the 
arrest of the thieves. 

More than £37,000 worth of property was 
stolen*érom residences and shops in the Lon- 
don area during the week immediately before 
Christmas, and the thieves have managed in 
al] cases to elude the detectives. Most of the 
property stolen was jewellery. A well-known 
assessor stated that<people who had lost their 
property through theft were, in most cases. 
more anxious for'the property to be returned 
fé *hem thon ta demand the immediate nav- 
ment of the insurance claims. For that 
reason many people often waited from three 
to six months for:compengation, in the hope 


that their valuables would be returned or 


would be found. by the police. .
